of Fear"—(hero exists a custom prob- 
obly unknown In any other pnrt of 
Christendom.

abroad or Is lost at sen. his relatives 
hnro n small wnv cross mnclo, some 
seven Inches long. This Is solemnly 
taken to the church and presented to 
the priest, who deposits It In a box. 
shaped like a clnornry urn, that bungs 
OlX tho south uldo of tho altar of St. 
Joseph. This Is railed tho "Pro Kiln" 
cross, and Is supposed to stand for 
tno spirit of tho dond. These memo-1 


rinl symbols aro allowed to nccumu- 
Into In tho box (111 tho next church 
mission comes round. 
As these rovl- 


val services aro held only onco In ev- 
ery four or live years, the number of 
crosses may be vory considerable. A 
ckiy is then set apart for their solemn 
interment.
